CALIFORNIA. 


Thanksgiving — General Observance or 
the Day. 
M arysville, November 25th.—Thanksgiv­ 
ing was quietly observed here. The Courts, 
banks and express office were closed. A 
union Thanksgiving service was held at 11 a. 
m. in the M. E. Church, and a sermon appro­ 
priate to tbe occasion was preached by the 
pastor, Rev. Mr. Todd. In the afternoon 
turkey-shooting at the rifle range, archery 
and a match game of base ball took place be­ 
tween the Amity and Intrepid Clubs, which 
was won by the former by a score of 9 to 5. 
In the evening a social diu.ee was had at 
Turner Hall. 
D ixon. — Thanksgiving passed off very 
quietly. Religious services were held at the 
German Lutheran Church, and a union ser­ 
vice at tbe M. E. Church, followed of course 
by the regulation roast turkey.

M oham m edan M a rria g e s. — Marriage 
among the Mohammedans carries with it, 
says a recent essayist, rights of inheritance, 
and the dower settled npon the wife may, 
and often does, interfere with the rights of 
the ordinary heirs. Dower is held to be 
the price promised or paid by the husband 
for possession of the wife’s person. If un­ 
paid, it is a debt on the husband’s estate. 
It takes precedence of all claims by inher­ 
itance, and descends by inheritance to the 
wife’s heirs. The amount of dower is 
entirely arbitrary, and varies according 
to tbe position in life, and the youth, 
beauty and accomplishments of the 
bride. It is settled by the relatives 
of the contracting parties; but if' a 
marriage has been agreed upon and the 
amount of dower is disputed, the magis­ 
trate has authority to determine the just 
amount. Divorce is a very easy matter 
under the Mohammedan law, and may be 
effected at the mere will of the husband ; 
but a man cannot repudiate his wife 
without paying her dower; so it some­ 
times happ ns that a very ardent lover, 
or one willing to divest himself of 
the power of divorce, will agree to an 
amount of dower which it is quite impossi­ 
ble for him to discharge. From this there 
is no escape but payment, or remission on 
the part of the wife. A free man may 
not have more than four wives at 
the same time ; a slave may not have more 
than two.

THE NEGRO EXODUS. 
General T. W. Conway, who probably 
understands more about the causes of the 
negro exodus from the South than any 
other mau in the country, is said to be­ 
lieve that the movement is about to begin 
again ou a larger scale than before. He 
says that there are at least one hundred 
thousand negroes in different Southern 
States, organized in bands, and possessing 
means with which to purchase land. This 
money is the savings of the thriftier and 
more fortunate negroes since the failure 
of the Freedmen’s Bank. It is further in­ 
timated that some Northern men have re­ 
cently formed a company to sell lands to 
the negroes, and for that purpose have 
bought 700,000 acres of land in New Mex­ 
ico, which they propose to offer on easy 
terms to colored immigrants. New Mex­ 
ico seems a long way off, but in a short 
time it will be brought within easy reach 
by railroads, and it has natural resources 
which if properly worked must establish 
the future of its settlers. If, therefore, 
the Southern negroes are industrious, 
steady and patient, they ought to succeed, 
and judging from what they have been 
able to do in Kansas, we have no doubt 
that they will come out all right. The 
fact that those who are now contemplating 
emigration have succeeded in saving money 
at the South, despite the difficulties in the 
way, is of itself a sufficient guarantee for 
their firmnes3 of purpose and persevei ance. 
A STUPID AND ^INEXCUSABLE BLUNDER. 
It appears that the Republicans have lost 
an elector in Indiana, though a blunder 
’ J^st inconceivable. 
Notwithstanding 
the" experience v ‘ the last ^ id e n tla l elec­ 
tion, notwithstanding the r *am aa^ llc" 
mistakable letter of the law, the In­ 
diana Republicana actually placed a Federal 
ofticer-holder upon their electoral ticket, 
and only discovered the mistake on the eve 
of election. The result was that though 
they substituted an eligible candidate they 
had so muddled the situation as to defeat 
that portion of their ticket, and so Han­ 
cock gains one vote in Indiana. Such 
stupidity and carelessness is very exasper­ 
ating, and not less astonishing. 
The 
National Republican Committee we know 
sent the plainest instructions to every 
State concerning the qualifications of 
Electors, and therefore there was no 
apology for ignorance. But in political 
campaigns these phenomenal exhibitions of 
imbecility always appear, and we suppose 
it is useless to protest against them. 
SHALL NOTES AND COIN. 
The Comptroller of tbe Currency recom­ 
mends the calling in of small notes, as 
necessary to the absorption into the circu­ 
lation of gold and silver coin. No doubt 
the calling in of the small notes would 
cause a large amount of gold and silver 
small coin to be taken up, but we fail to 
eee what benefit wonld accrue from en­ 
couraging the absorption of the present 
silver dollars. The small notes are worth 
one hundred cents on the dollar, because 
they rest on gold. The “ buzzard” dollars 
are worth only about 85 cents, and therefore 
the resalt of their absorption in large 
amounts would be to raise prices, and con­ 
sequently to diminish the purchasing 
power of wages. To substitute gold and 
silver for small notes is desirable, but only 
on condition that the coin which is substi­ 
tuted shall be full value. 
Give us such 
coin, and we shall be in favor of calling in 
the small notes without further delay. 
Until we have suoh coin, however, the pro­ 
posed measure would be a jumping ont of 
the frying-pan into the fira 


THE POSITION OF THE SOUTH. 
W e hav<t been looking to the Southern 
press since the election for some expression 
which might justify a hope that the peo­ 
ple of that section had at last perceived the 
folly and futility of the political attitude 
they have occupied so long. But so far as 
our observation extends, there is as yet no 
trustworthy indication that any change 
of policy is regarded as desirable. The 
most hopeless utterances arc those of the 
Southern journals which adopt a depressed 
and regretful tone, intimating that their 
legitimate aspirations have been cruelly 
crushed, but showing no symptoms of ap­ 
prehension that their own conduct has 
had anything to do with their defeat. 
Some Southern papers say that the solid 
South will dissolve if the new administra­ 
tion holds out any encouragement. This 
view also demonstrates an entire failure or 
refusal to see what the late election really 
signified, and it Í3 perfectly clear that so 
long as this obtuseness remains it will be 
idle to expect any political regeneration at 
the South. While the Southern people 
look to the North for the action which is 
to justify a change on their part, they will 
be disappointed. While they continue to 
talk as though they had themselves 
been employing none but legitimate 
methods, 
they 
will 
not 
abandon 
their solidity. 
It is necessary that 
there should be a general realization 
on the part of the South of the sacredness 
of the Constitution and the laws before 
they can take a more hopeful position. 
At present the indications are not favora­ 
ble. Here, for instance, is the Charleston 
Hews ancl Courier, observing that “ The 
“ South has been kept solid by the con- 
“ viction that in no other way could the 
“ inalienable rights guaranteed by the 
“ Constitution be effectively maintained.” 
Now, this seems to us as extravagant and 
•'therefore as hopeless an utterance as if a 
I

:'ni¡rítw¿.yuia# were to declare that he robbed 
[because he could maintain the laws in no 
[other way.- W hat are the “ inalienable 
!“ r#ghte.guaranteed by the Constitution” 
wllicb justify recourse to bulldozing and 
boikt-bex stuffing ? These are the peculiar 
Southern political methods. They were 
frcejiy and generally employed at the late 
election. In South Carolina ballot-boxes 
were stuffed with Democratic votes, Repub­ 
lican ballots were takeu out of the boxes 
and destroyed, Red Shirt Leagues in 
some cases took possession of tbe polling 
places and refused to allow Republicans to 
vote, and all through the South the dom­ 
inant spirit was one of defiance to the 
Constitution and the laws. These are 
notorious facts, yet we have yet 
to see the Southern journal which 
disapproves or rebukes. them, or which 
does not indorse and justify the 
crimes and outrages by which the South 
was made and kept sold. It is time the 
Southern press began to realize that it can­ 
not deceive the country by talking non­ 
sense about “ the inalienable rightsguar- 
“ anteed by the Constitution.” 
Such, 
fustiau as that will not serve any purpose. 
The country has gauged Southern senti­ 
ment accurately enough, and what it thinks 
of it the late elections proved. That judg­ 
ment ought to have shaken some of the 
folly out of Southern editors, but if it does 
not do so they may a3 well understand 
that a solid Rorth will be maintained just 
as long as they persist in their resistance 
to the laws. Whether the lesson is un­ 
pleasant or not they will have to learn that 
it is precisely the systematic overthrow 
of constitutional rights by them which has 
made the North solid, and that this 
solidity will continue until the Constitu­ 
tion has been vindicated. 
The South has had four yeara of abso­ 
lute freedom from all outside interference. 
The “ inalienable rights guaranteed by the 
“ Constitution ” were never more sedu­ 
lously guarded, so far as the Southern 
whites were concerned, than during the 
administration of President Hayes. They 
had no pretense of oppression to advance. 
They have done as they pleased. • And 
they have pleased to deny to their colored 
fellow-citizens “ the inalienable rights 
“ guaranteed by the Constitution,” and 
have banded together to elect a President 
by force and fraud. It is absolutely neces­ 
sary that the truth of the situation should 
be plainly presented. It is not from the 
North that any concessions must come. 
The North has nothing to concede. It in­ 
sists that the South shall obey the laws, 
and that it shall cease to tamper with the 
franchise. 
That it has a perfect right 
to demand, and until this demand is com­ 
.

. . 
plied with the Southern talk about concilia­ 
tion and dissolution of solidity, and all the 
rest of it, will be wasted. The North doeB 
not want sentimental flummery from the 
South. 
All it wants is simple justice. 
There remain no grounds for Southern dis­ 
satisfaction, save those which the Southern 
Democrats have fabricated themselves. 
They are in the wrong. 
Their solidifi­ 
cation was a bold act of lawless­ 
ness. 
They have broken down the 
fence of the Constitution, and have tried 
to Mexicanize the country. Happily the 
plot has failed, but before there can be any 
return of confidence in tbe conspirators 
they must renounce their treason, and 
avow their determination to come back to 
constitutional methods, Iu no other way 
can there be an end of the solid South, be­ 
cause in no other way will there be an end 
to the soli 1 North. The South may as 
well realiza that its past course is a fatal 
one, and that it can never govern the 
country by trampling upon the franchise. 
If it cannot bring itself to admit this it 
must cling to the solid business, bnt with­ 
out the faintest hope of ever gaining any­ 
thing but defeat through it. The country 
can neither bo cajoled nor bullied. It 
stands out for equal rights to all men, and 
that equality of rights will have to be con­ 
ceded by the South if it t&kea a hundred 
years to enforce it. If the Southern press 
could perceive this it would be in a fair 
way to cettcr things, but thns far it has 
been blind to its own interests, and to the 
most obvious facts of the situation. 


Foster denied that he had been inspired by 
selfish motives, but the indications are 
that Sherman has distrusted him ever 
since, and that he now enters the Sena­ 
torial contest with the express purpose of 
disappointing his ambition. In the ab­ 
sence of any knowledge regarding the in­ 
tentions of the President-elect it is of 
course impossible to tell whether Mr. 
Sherman finds it necessary to retire from 
the Cabinet, bnt unless this is the case, 
and even if it is the case, his withdrawal 
must be regarded as a cause for regret. 
We are very certain that General Garfield 
cannot secure a Secretary of the Treasury 
who will be Sherman’s equal, and it ap­ 
pears to us that the latter is giving up a 
position in which he excels to seek one in 
which his talents can at best be but par­ 
tially displayed. 


B HERMAN AND FOB TER. 
It appears to be settled that Secretary 
Sherman will contest the Ohio Senatorship 
with Foster, and it looks as though he 
waa induced to do this quite as much for 
the purpose of revenging himself upon his 
rival as because he prefers the United 
States Senate to the Cabinet. The enmity 
between himself and Foster grows ont of 
the conduct of the latter in the Chicago 
Convention. 
It was then asserted, and 
apparently on good grounds, that Mr. Fos­ 
ter, who had been intrusted with the man­ 
agement of his fiiend Sherman's Presiden­ 
tial canvass, allowed himself to be too 
easily disheartened, and manifested an 
unbecoming willingness to make combina­ 
tions with Blaine and otters involving 
the sacrifice of his chier. 
It was 
then believed that Foster was far 
more concerned to pave his own way 
to the Senate than to secure the Presi­ 
dential nomination for Sherman. The latter 
however solved the problem by requesting 
his friends to vote for General Garfield. 


TBE EXTENSION OF BOYCOTT! SM. 
It is said that the Irish Land League is 
extending the methods applied to Captain 
Boycott in such a way as to revolutionize 
society. Local attorneys who had been 
serving processes on behalf of their land­ 
lord clients have been called to account by­ 
agents of the League, and threatened that 
unless they abandon all such business they 
will be ostracized and starved out, if not 
worse. It is evident that if this policy is 
pursued it must result in a complete disin­ 
tegration of society. It is in effect a decla­ 
ration of war against property. If the 
owners of property are to be debarred the 
employment of legal methods for the pro 
tection of their rights, there is no longer 
any adequate government in Ireland. This 
will be made so conspicuous if the practice 
of Boycottism is extended as threatened, 
that it will become necessary for the govern­ 
ment to have recourse to those arbitrary 
measures v/hich it has sought to avoid 
hitherto. It is its undoubted duty to pro­ 
tect the people in their legal rights, and if 
an organized attempt is made to neutralize 
those rights, for the express and uncon­ 
cealed purpose of making property worth­ 
less to its owners, icisimpossibletoaee how 
the Government can escape the necessity 
of coercive measures. Of course the ten­ 
dency of all suoh schemes to paralyze the 
ltw must be prejudicial to the land reform­ 
ers, and it is most extraordinary that they 
should fail to perceive this. They appear, 
in fact, to be drifting every day away from 
positions which they might have held, and 
toward positions which everybody bnt 
themselves sees to be entirely untenable. 
As the case stands land reform might be 
regarded as secure, provided the agitation 
for it was confined within legitimate limits ; 
but the attempt to carry it beyond these 
limits can only result in wrecking the 
whole scheme. 


LONDON FOGS. 
The fogs of London have been growing 
so much heavier and more injurious to 
health of late years that very startling 
ideas are being suggested by them. Last 
winter a fog hung over the great city for 
nine weeks without lifting, and during that 
period the bills of mortality rose to an 
alarming extent. 
The fogs are in the 
main artificial. 
They consist of smoke. 
It is declared by scientific observers 
that if the use of a smoke-burning appa­ 
ratus could be made general and obligatory, 
these nuisances would disappear. It is 
further declared that if no remedy is ap­ 
plied a time must come when London will 
be uninhabitable in winter. The possi­ 
bility of abandoning coal as fuel altogether 
has already been discussed, gas-stoves 
being proposed as a substitute. The piost 
popular remedy, however, is a smoke-burn­ 
ing or catching apparatus, but this ha3 yet to 
be invented in a satisfactory and at the 
same time economical form. 
W hat is 
generally conceded is that something must 
be done to get rid of the fogs, or the fogs 
will take the matter into their own hands, 
and get rid of the Londoners.

DULCIGNO. 
At last Dervish Pasha has fought his 
way into Dulcigno, thus presenting the 
singular spectacle of a power which is 
obliged to conquer one of its own pos­ 
sessions before it can cede it in compliance 
with treaty stipulations. The resistance 
of the Albanians to the transfer of the 
territory has been so stubborn as to suggest 
the possibility that when the Montenegrins 
obtain. the place they may have some 
trouble in holding it. However, it has not 
yet been handed over to them, and experi­ 
ence of Turkish diplomacy should warn us 
not to look upon the surrender ae accom­ 
plished before the Turks have actually re­ 
tired and left the Montenegrins in posses­ 
sion. Perhaps now that the Porte has Dul* 
cigno it may feel disposed to keep it. Cer­ 
tainly if it does so the powers cannot pre­ 
vent it.

Thanksgiving in the East. 
New York, November 25th.—Thanksgiv­ 
ing is being generally and joyfully observed, 
notwithstanding the threatening skies and 
sloppy Btrccts, the principal features of the 
observance being dinners to the hungry poor 
and a procession of f mtasticals in the streets. 
D e tro it, November 25th.—Six Methodist 
churches eighteen months ago formed an al­ 
liance to pay off all their debts, and having 
paid from $11,000 to $12,000 each, held a 
Thanksgiving service to-day and a jubilee of 
an unique kind. 
St. L ouis, November 25th.—To-day was 
observed here generally as a holiday. 
Immense Passenger Movement. 
New Y ork, November 25th.—Nearly 200 
passenger cars were sent out yesterday from 
the Grand Central depot Eastward over the 
connecting roads, carrying from 50 to 80 
persons each, or nearly '2,000 more than were 
carried last year on the day before Thanks­ 
giving, and more than twice the number that 
travel on ordinary days.

The Future ot Alaska,

King Government in Philadelphia. 
New York, November 25th.—The Htrahl 
says: Reformers ou the other side of the 
continent, in San Francisco, are having 
their own trouble with their rulers.

Cincinnati, November 25th.—From ad­ 
vance sheets of the report of Noel Maxwell, 
Superintendent of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
it appears that the grain business of Cincin­ 
nati for the commercial year endiog August 
31st exhibits an increase over the preceding 
year, most marked, however, in corn and 
wheat. The aggregate receipts of ail kinds 
of grain were 13,700,000 bushels. In the 
preceding year they were 11,300,000 bushels. 
This does not inclnde through shipments, 
which would swell the aggregate to upwards 
of 21,000,000 bushels. The aggregate ship­ 
ments were G.350,000 bushels, an increase of 
more than 1,OOP,000 bushels oVer the preced­ 
ing year in corn and wheat. The business 
this year was the largest ever transacted in 
Cincinnati.The Expelled Foeialisls.

Cause of Failure. 
New York, November 25th.—The Peru­ 
vian Legation was informed to-day, via 
Panama, that after the delegates from Peru, 
Bolivia and Chile had met to discus3 terms of 
peace through the mediation of the United 
States, Chile demanded the concession of 
a large portion of territory which Peru re­ 
fused to give up, and thus the negotiatims 
fell through.

W ashington, November 25th.—The Con­ 
troller of the Currency urges a repeal of the 
laws taxing capital and deposits of national 
banks, also the two-cent tax on checks.

The U nited M a to Geological Survey. 
W ashington, November 25th.—Clarence 
King, Director of the United States Geo­ 
logical Survey, has completed his first annual 
report to the Secretary of the Iuterior. It 
outlines the organization of the numerous 
fields of work and the present plans of this 
newly-established Bureau, embodies the pre­ 
liminary reports of the various staff officers 
now engaged in active operations, and fore­ 
shadows the completion during the coming 
winter of no less than twelve volumes of 
practical and general geology, etc., as the re­ 
sults of the work already acc implished dur­ 
ing the one and a half field seasons which 
have elapsed since Congress provided for the 
organization of the survey. 
Among the 
volumes will be an elaborately practical, as 
w ell as scientific, treatise upon “The Precious 
Metals,” by Clarence King; “ The Ueology 
and Mining Industry of Leadville, Cplo- 
rado,” by S. F. Emmons ; “ The History 
of the Comstock Lode,” by Eliot Lord; 
“ The Geology of the Comstock Lode,” by 
G. F. Becker; “ The Mechanical Appliances 
and Milling on the Comstock Lode,” by W. 
R. Eckert; “ Geology of the Eurek^Mining 
District, Nev.,” by Arnold ljague; “ Lesser 
Metals and the General Mineral Resources,” 
by Raphael Pumpelly. “ I have so arranged 
the initial work of the survey,” says Mr. 
King, “ that special volumes on the most im­ 
portant geological subjects and mining indus­ 
tries in the four western divisions of the sur­ 
vey shall be brought to prompt publication. 
There can hardly be two opinions on the de­ 
sirableness of immediately working out such 
problems in these great district?, which, ia 
the past and present history, offer examples 
of instructive geological structure and great 
bullion yield, and which have required of 
mining men special mechanical skill and a 
large outlay of capital. Proper scientific 
reports on such typical districts become 
records of remarkable phenomena iu the field 
of industrial geology, and the principles of 
distinguished success iu the department 
of mining engineering. Among the great 
numbers of mining districts which merit a 
rigid investigation, I have chosen three, 
which more than others seemed to offer har­ 
vests of technical information, of which the 
mining population stands in immediate need. 
Leadville, the extraordinaiy district iu mid­ 
dle Colorado ; Eureka, Nevada, which for 15 
years has been the most productive silver 
lead district in America, and the incompara­ 
ble Comstock lode, are chosen as the first 
three districts to he illustrated by special 
monographs.” 
Further on in this preliminary report 
the Director remarks that although foremost 
among all nations iu the production of the 
precious metals, ranking first iu the resources 
of petroleum, coal and iron, and abundantly 
endowed with nearly every mineral substance 
demanded by the civilized arte and sciences, 
the United States has conspicuously failed to 
gather and publish systematic statistical 
knowledge of the yearly mineral productions. 
He adds : “ It is estimated that the mere 
raw products of the mineral industries do not 
fall far short of $-100,000,000 annually, aud it 
requires 110 gift of extraordinary foresight to 
reach the conclusion that a few years will 
bring the yield to $1,000,000,000. Until 
Congress extends the field of the geological 
survey over the region east of the one hun­ 
dredth meridian this Bureau will confine 
its own operations in the Department of 
Mines and Statistics to the industries of 
the far West.” He says that an appropria­ 
tion of $50,000 per year will be sufficient to 
carry on all the work that is desirable over 
the whole United States, and submits that so 
Bmall an appropriation as this would not be 
an excessive contribution towards the devel­ 
opment of so vast a field of American enter­ 
prise. 
M agnificent Specim ens o f Horseflesh. 
Chicago, November 25th. — The Inter­ 
Ocean's New York special says: One of the 
latest turf purchases by Pierre Lorillaril is 
that of the stallion Mortimer, famous in 
England and France as a race horse, and t de­ 
sire of lace horpes. This stallion arrived this 
morning iu the steamship Italy, of the Na­ 
tional line, in chaige of G. W. Bishop and a 
groom. He is 1-Í years old ; 111 hands and 3 
inches high; weighs about 1,250 pounds; 
color, I right golden chestnut; form admir­ 
able ; straight, cleau limbs; long, curving 
ueck; small, handsome heal; bright eyes 
and a look of much intelligence : English 
bred, though he has been used iu Fiauce ie>r 
some time for breeding purposes. Among 
his progeny arc some excellent racer-, in­ 
cluding Chaimnt and Clemenstone.

There are five Congressional 
Districts in the .State, and every Republican 
candidate has tiled a notice of contest. The 
fact that the next house will be Republican 
will increase tbe number of contestants iu the 
South to an unprecedented number. Of late 
years Republican contestants had no show, 
but now the boot is on the other leg. Con­ 
gressional contestants are u-ually decided ou 
a party line—indeed, this has got to be a sort 
of precedent.

W ashington, November 25th.—Secretary 
Evarts says that the reported amalgamation 
of the Atlantic Cable Companies, for the 
purpose of raising rates, cannot be consum­ 
mated. He caused a clause to be inserted in 
the commission to the French company pro­ 
viding that no combination should be made 
between it and any other organization to raise 
rates, under penalty of forfeiting the right to 
land the American end of the wire. They are 
also prohibited by the French concession 
from making any such combination, and none 
could be made.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
The T rouble in Irelan d . 
London, November 25th.—The Manches­ 
ter Uuardian’a London correspondent, re­ 
ferring to the importance of to-day’s meeting 
of the Cabinet, sayB : The state of affairs in 
Ireland since the initiation of the prosecu­ 
tion against the Land Leaguers increases the 
expectation that the Government will not 
much longer delay moving. Persons in po­ 
sitions to be well informed believe that Fors­ 
ter will return from his visit to Ireland with 
his views strengthened favoring maintaining 
the law with a strong hand, and there will be 
a short session before Christmas, solely to 
enact coercive measures ; but Bright, Cham­ 
berlain and Spencer will undoubtedly make a 
strong effort to defer the assembling till Jan­ 
uary, when remedial legislation could be in­ 
troduced simultaneously with the coercive. 
Dublin, November 25th.--Applications 
were made to-day in the Queen’s Bench divi­ 
sion for an attachment against the Evening 
Mad Dewspaper, for articles prejudicing the 
trials of the traversers. Monroe, law advistr 
to the la‘.e Government, who appeared as 
counsel for the Evening Mail, asked for an 
adjournment so as to enable him to prepare 
an affidavit and meet the charge at once. Tn's 
was agreed to, and a hearing was adjourned 
until Monday. 
The Protestant Archbishop of Dublin has 
issued a form of prayer for use by his clergy 
for the amelioration of the present disturbed 
state of tho country. 
London, November 26th—a. sf.—The Daihj 
Hews intimates that tbe Cabinet may decide 
concerning coercion, and says that if Forster 
shows that the Irish Executive desires some 
reinforcement of its power neither the present 
nor any other Cabinet that is in England will 
refuse to discharge what may be a painful 
duty. 
London, November 26th — A. si.—The 
morning paper's to-day report an attempt to 
shoot Captain John Mitchell, renting a large 
farm in Roscommon, an attempt to shoot a 
Protestant olergy man at Tipperary, and the 
prosecution of sixty persons in the west 
part for illegally assemblying to resist evic­ 
tion, besides various Incendiary speeches. 
London, November 26th—A. M.—The 
Press Association says it is authorized to 
state that Forster declared at the Cabinet 
Council to-day that there was no necessity to 
adopt coercive measures in Ireland at present. 
The Cabinet, therefore, decided that an early 
session of Parliament was unnecessary. The 
Cabinet has fiually agreed upon proposals to 
be submitted to Parliament on the Irish land 
question. No more Cabinet Councils will be 
held before Christmas. 
The B ritish C abinet. 
London, November 25ih.—All the Minis­ 
ters were present at the Cabinet Council to­ 
day. Previous to assembling Forster, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, conferred with the 
Marquis of Hartington and Lord Granville, 
and went to Windsor Castle and had on in­ 
terview with the Queen.

Eye-witnesses describe the 
scenes as heart-rending, there being an in­ 
sufficient supply of life-saving apparatus. 
P aris, November 25th.—Great uneasiness 
is felt in English and American circles here, 
a» it is feared that many Englishmen and 
Americans were passengers on board the 
steamer Oncle Joseph. 
R ome, November 25th. — Most of the 
passengers on the Oncle Joseph were poor 
emigrants fr.-m Calabria. The Ortegia struck 
the Oncle Joseph amidships, while going at 
full speed, almost cutting her in two, and the 
Om-le Joseph sank in less than three min- 
ubs. 

November 25th.—The passenger 
list of the Oncle Joseph shows that a total of 
201 people were on board, and the sailors 
numbered 33. Her cargo consisted of 80 
togs ef merchandise. At a roll call of the 
survivors 85 passengers and 30 sai:ors only 
auswered to their names. The captain also 
perished. 
London, November 26th—a. m.—The On- 
cle Joseph was an iron screw steamer of 823 
tons gross, aud the Ortegia was of 1,853 te-DS 
burden.

The Dulrisno A H air. 
L ondon, November 25th.—The Times' 
Pera correspondent believes that the Monte­ 
negrins will decline taking possession of Dul­ 
cigno unless guaranteed against an Albanian 
attack. 
The Albanians male a resolute 
stand in the olive plantations outside the 
town. 
London, November 25th.—The Albanians 
are dispersing. 
Tne Montenegrin and Turkish Commis­ 
sioners have met. 
Badsic, November 25th.—The latest re­ 
ports are to the effect that the Albanians still 
hold the western range of the Moseura bights. 
C onstantinople, November 25th.—It is 
believed that the Montenegrins will decline 
to take possession of Dulcigno unless guaran­ 
teed against an Albanian attack. 
Ragusa, November 25th.—Dervish Pasha 
having informed tbe Prince of Montenegro 
that he was prepared to hand over Dulcigno, 
the latter replied that he cannot accept a 
mere surrender, but requires a formal ces­ 
sion, aud that he has invited representatives 
of all the Powers to be present at the nego­ 
tiations and sign the protocol of cession. 
Cettinje, November 25‘.h.—The Turkish 
and Montenegrin delegates met at Kunik. 
The Turkish delegates demanded that the 
Montenegrins shall enter Dulcigno to-mor­ 
row, and the latter agreed to do so. 
Ragusa, November 25th.—The convention 
for the cession of Dulcigno has been signed 
at Kuuik. 
C onstantinople, November 23th.—Der­ 
vish Pasha has issued a proclamation, stating 
that the Porte will grant land to any of the 
inhabitants who wish to quit Dulcigno with 
the Turkiih troops. 
Dervish l’asha has occupied all the impor­ 
tant positions in the neighborhood of Dul­ 
cigno. 
At a meeting of Embassadors, Onou, tbe 
Russian representative, proposed that the 
Powers should guarantee to Montenegro the 
district of Dulcigno. 
London, November 26th—A. ii.—During 
the eight hours’ fighting which preceded Der­ 
vish Pasha’s occupation of Dulcigno the Al­ 
banians lost 20 killed and 50 wonnded. The 
Turkish loss was considerable. It was be­ 
lieved at Ragusa that all the Albanians had 
risen against tbe Turkish tule and the wires 
been cut.

It 
was a play without a leading character ; an 
entertainment without the entertaining fea­ 
ture requisite to give it vitality.. It was a 
failure simply for lack of maskers. It was a 
masked ball in which nineteen-twentieths 
of those who attended came to see the one- 
twentieth in carnival attire, which, in its 
turn, because of the paucity of its numbers, 
felt itself lost upon the ocean of floor space 
allotted to it, and was too embarrassed to 
even assume humorous roles, dignified bear­ 
ing, grotesque attitudes, or any of the other 
essentials of the character-acting bo necessary 
to the success of a masquerade. The reason 
for this is very easily stated. Mr. Bachrach 
is a stranger here. Me failed to interest the 
people who go to masquerades in costume ; 
he had not that local and public indorsement 
necessary to inspire confidence, and it is quite 
certain that he trusted altogether too confi­ 
dently to his mere announcements, to bring 
out maskers, instead of securing in advance 
a

of 
subscribers, as is customary 
here, 
and always done by 
the Turn­ 
ers, 
the 
Eureka Club aud the “ Old 
Friends ” 
social organization. 
Had the 
people who make up masquerade parties 
been assured of the ability and responsibility 
of Mr. Bachrach, the affair would have been 
a success, for he furnished a hall admirably 
decorated, hung with flags, streamers, ever­ 
green festoons, baskets of flowers, etc., and the 
walls of which were completely covered with 
large grotesque paintings, and caricatures ap­ 
propriate to “ one night of fun ami folly,” 
He furnished good music by Church, Jones 
k Beebe’s orchestra; he had costumes in 
plenty on hand; he supplied all who wished 
with an excellent collation, under direction 
of Louis Gutheil. 
He provided some fifty 
supernumaries to costume for the grand entry, 
aud fitted up a number of cars suitable for 
the march and bearing creditable designs and 
groups. In short, all the arrangements were 
good, saving only the mistake, to put it 
mildly, 
of 
providing 
no 
seats 
for 
spectators except “ reserves.” Scores of peo­ 
ple last night were open in declarations like 
this: “ W ell! had we known that this 
thing was to be managed as this is, we would, 
have attended in costume; but we were not 
satisfied that it was desired we should so at­ 
tend until too late to prepare.” This quota­ 
tion fairly expresses the verdict of those 
upon whom masquerade parties here must 
depend for success. I t is to be regretted 
that where the management was otherwise 
marked by such general good judgment, that 
in the one necessary essential it failed, and 
left upon the Bjvectators the impression 
it will be impossible to remove, that they 
were given a Bmall return for their money. 
When next Mr. Bachrach gives a masked 
ball in Sacramento, let him study the cus­ 
toms which prevail here relative to such en­ 
tertainments, and he will scarcely fail of suc­ 
cess, especially if he adheres to the preced­ 
ents he set last night, of low prices, good

GLACIER 
PAVEMENTS. 


By far tile most striking and attractive 
of the glacial phenomena presented to the 
non-scientific observer in the Sierra are the 
polished glacier pavements, because they 
are so beautiful, and their beauty is of so 
rare a kind, so unlike any portion of the 
loose, earthy lowlands where people make 
homes and earn their bread. 
They are 
simply fiat or gently undulating' areas of 
solid granite, which present the unchanged 
surface upon which the ancient glaciers 
flowed, and are found in the most perfect 
condition in the sub-alpine region, at an 
elevation of from S,000 to ,9U00 feet. Some 
are miles in extent, only slightly inter­ 
rupted by spots that have given way to 
the weather, while the best preserved por­ 
tions are bright and stainless as the sky, 
reflecting the sunbeams like glass, and 
shining as if polished afresh every day, 
notwithstanding they have been exposed 
to corroding rains, dew, frost and snow for 
thousands of years. 
" 
The attention of the game-seeking and 
gold-seeking mountaineer is seldom com­ 
manded by other glacial phenomena, as 
moraines, however regular and artificial in 
form, or canyons, however deep, or strangely 
modeled rocks, however high and sheer; 
but when he comes to these bare pave­ 
ments he stoops and rubs his hand ad­ 
miringly on their shining surfaces, and 
trie3 hard to account for their mysterious 
smoothness and brilliancy. 
He may have 
seen the winter avalanches of snow descend­ 
ing in awful majesty through the woods, 
sweeping away the trees th at stood in their 
way like slender weeds, but concludes that 
this cannot be the work of avalanches, 
because the scratches and 
fine 
polish­ 
ing striae show th at the agent, whatever it 
was, moved along, and up over the rocks, 
as well as downward. 
N either can he see 
how w ater may possibly have been the 
agent, for he finds the same strange polish 
upon lofty, isolated tables beyond the reach 
of any conceivable flood. 
Only the winds 
seem capable of moving across the face of 
the country in the directions indicated by 
the scratches and grooves. 
Even dogs and 
horses, when first led up the mountains, 
study geology to this extent, th at they 
gaze wondering! y at the strange bright­ 
ness of the ground, and smell it, and place 
their feet cautiously upon it as if afraid of 
falling or sinking.—[John Muir in the Cali­

PAOITIO 00A8T ITEMS. 


Quiet times in Bodie. 
Hail-Btorms and snow in Idahe. 
1’oker sharps abound in Lundy. 
Earthquake at Colton Saturday evening. 
Mammoth City will not be rebuilt this 
winter. 
Railroad taxes in Lander county, Ne­ 
vada, $33,410. 
The last wood drive of the season has 
reached Dayton, Nev. 
Snowballing was indulged in freely at La 
Grande, Or., last week. 
The first snow of the season fell at the 
Dalles, Or., last Wednesday. 
Boats are still running to Salem, Or., 
but have to load light freight. 
Houses never rented for so little in Tus- 
carora, Nev., as at the present time. 
A bridge has just been built at Wiscon­ 
sin Bar, on the north fork of the Cosum- 
nes. 
Red Bluff, having lost $100,000 in one 
year from tire, has bought a steam fire en­ 
gine. 
There is good skating on almost all the 
ponds and slum reservoirs in Lyon county, 
Nevada. 
The estimated cost for a complete State 
Asylum in Nevada to hold 250 patients is 
$300,000. 
A Chinese firm has nearly completed a 
fine stone building with a brick front at 
Baker City, Or. 
The work of ascertaining the depth to 
bed-rock is now being carried on in the 
Santa Ana river. 
There is more water in the Santa Ana 
river at the present time than there has 
been for five years past. 
A number of new settlers from Cali­ 
fornia and the East are locating in the 
vicinity of Phoenix, A. T. 
The severe frosts of last week have cut 
off the strawberries at Santa Clara, and 
shipping has therefore ceased. 
According to the Epitaph, after a sale of 
2.000 lots in Tombstone, A. T., only $20 
can be found in the town treasury. 
The total vote of White Pine county, 
Nevada, at the last election was 939, a 
falling off of about 200 from the vote of 
1S79. 
It is estimated that the wheat crop of 
Benton, Marion, Polk, Linn, Yamhill and 
Washington counties, Oregon, this year is 
over 7,000,000 bushels. 
Roads in some portions of eastern Oregon 
are already in a terrible condition. 
That 
between La Grande and Union is worse, if 
possible, than ever before. 
Building and improvements aggregating 
a coat of $208,000 are recorded in Walla 
Walla, W. T., this year. 
Among these is 
a Cjurt-house that cost $44,000. 
The Reno Journal, one of the best papers 
in the land of sagebrush and purchaseable 
Legislatures, has entered upon its tenth 
volume, and has every appearance of finan­ 
cial success. 
Farmers in Yamhill county, Or., are im­ 
proving the fine weather by exceeding dil­ 
igence in plowing and sowing. 
From 
present indications a large acreage of grain 
will be sown. 
$anta Barbara county has thirty-one 
bte- keepers, and has produced for export 
this season 257,800 pounds of honey. 
The 
number of stands of bees, as estimated 
October 1st, is 3,655. 
A cigar store in Tucson decorates its 
front window with some fine specimens of 
“ Arizona fruit"—a Gila monster twenty 
inches long, a eentipede twelve inches in 
length, and a number of huge tarantulas. 
The Baker county (Or.) Reveille sayB that 
though so late in the season, emigrant 
wagons from California are passing through 
there bound Tor the Palouse country. 
Teams are jaded and the owners rather de­ 
jected. 
Wasco county is taking the lead in 
wealth of Eastern Oregon counties, having 
a population of 12,000 people, 295,000 head 
of sheep, 75,000 cattle and 15,000 head of 
hogs, while the property valuation is over 
$4,000,000. 
The Deadwood (Dakota) Pioneer says 
that south of a line drawn through Fort 
Mer.de there were 35,1)00 head of cattle, 
and north of that line there were at least 
05.000 head more. 
Stock raisers have 
coine to the conclusion that cattle can live 
and thrive wherever the buffalo roams. 
Says the Reno (Nev.) Gazette : T). Mc- 
F .rland shows a curious old firearm that 
was recently found leamug against a tree 
on the old emigrant trail l.etween Virginia 
and Washoe. 
The piece must have been 
there for many years. 
Tho bark of the 
tree had grown over its muzzle, and the 
stock of black walnut is much decayed. 
Fresno, says the Republican, is again 
filling up with tramps, ilead-beata and des­ 
perate characters of every description. 
Scarcely a night passes w ithout some at­ 
tempt at theft or robbery. 
A few nights 
since the sleeping apartment of the rail­ 
road section-house was broken into and 
clothing and other articles of value taken. 
Says the Oregon Astorian : We are going 
to have an unusually hard winter this 
year. 
Already bear and deer are being 
dri'-en ont of the mountains into the lower 
valleys, and sea gulls are Hocking into up 
rivers. 
Reports from the Sound country 
sav that the Arctic geese have gone further 
south this year than has been known for a 
long * .me. 
The Butte Mountain Messenger predicts 
that the Nevada Southern road will be 
opt-r. for travel on the- 1st of June, 1881, 
and adds: 
The building of this road is 
only a starter of what will be a continu­ 
ous' line of rails from Battle Mountain to 
the Colorado river, and will be the means 
of oneuing up an immense field of good 
mineral country. 
The water is disappearing from Ruby 
valley, Nev. 
In former yearB Ruby lake 
was k sheet of no small importance, and 
the valley abounded with large and con­ 
stant springs, but for three or four years 
part the drying process has been going 
steadily on, until now it seems only a mat­ 
ter of L few years more until the valley will 
be as dry as a desert 
. 
Engineer S. L. Dolsen returned yester 
day, says the Marysville Appeal of No­ 
vember 24th, from a trip along Bear river. 
He reports that the dam on Bear river w ill 
be completed to-day. and that it is asplen- 
did piece of work. 
It also is being faced 
with sand bags. 
He states that the levees 
being bnilt on Bear river are far advanced, 
and that they are good, substantial ones. 
Residents of this section, says the 
Truokce R, publican, on awakening Tues­ 
day morning found the ground covered 
with snow to the depth o f about an inch 
and a half. 
It continued to snow at inter­ 
vals during the forenoon. 
Last season the 
storm commeiced much earlier. 
There is 
time enough for a good winter yet. 
But 
the weather-wise predict a light one.

is probable that we will have a month's 
good weather yet. 
Captain Downes of Huntsville, Utah, 
while nearly 50i) miles northeast of Helena, 
Montana, came across a little mound or 
monument built up with pieces of slate 
stone to the bight of about three feet.
